deed. 
This the commission will not 
consent to, as they could not afford to 
expend thousands of dollars in improve­ 
ments and then perhaps have them 
made of no value by reason of mining 
operations. 
It appears to be up to 
Deerwood to furnish a perfect title to 
a site if it w ants the hatchery.
